PAPER IV : PUBLIC INTEREST LAWYERING, LEGAL 
AID AND PARALEGAL SERVICES. 

This com sc carrying 10O marks will have to be designed 
and evaluated according to local conditions by the College 
in consultation with the Universities and State Bar Councils. 
It can be taught partly through class room instructions inclu¬ 
ding simulation exercises and partly through extension pro¬ 
grammes like Lok Adalat, Legal Aid Camp, Legal Literacy 
and Para Legal Training. The Course should also contain 
lessons on negotiations and counselling, use of Computer in 
legal work, legal research in support of Public Interest Liti¬ 
gation, writing of case comments, editing of Law loumals 
and Law Office Management. The marks may be appropriate¬ 
ly divided to the different programmes that each University 
might evolve for introduction in the Colleges under its con¬ 
trol.
